of our banking piogi ess arid indust- 
rial growth that it would be pre- 
sumtious to expect 
exemption 


from disaster and financial reaction. 
All this activity of production, this 
prodigious expansion of our na- 
tional life, with the vast financial 
operations and commeicit,! enter- 
prises which are so rapidly devel- 
oping under the- stimulus of the 
new forces which me enriching the 
country on all sides, cannot be re- 
alized 
without special 
dangers. 


How future financial disasteis may 
be multiplied or averted by the 
economic expedients developed by 
our vast network of riulioada, tele- 
graphs and other nineteenth cen- 
tury inventions, it is impossible to 
predict. What is cei tain i& that these 
and other conditions of g owth aie 
creating new peiiN, \vlule they en- 
rich and bring us into closer union 
with the wliolo commercial woilcl. 
Perhaps., albo, they aie pieparing 
us to resist the-\\oi «t effects of fu- 
ture levulsioti'*, lio\\c\ei suddenly 
or -foicibly they may bo piecipi- 
tated upon the eouiKiy 
What our 


bankeis anticipate, what may be 
their best infoi mntion, and with 
how much conlidence they legaid 
the financial situation, wo shall 
soon know. The bankets- and bank 
officers 
among us have better 


means than almost aay othei class 
of men for getting acciuate knowl- 
edge of financial facts. 
They aie 


also neaier than otheis to the cen«, 
ters of dangei, for a financial panic 
was never yet developed which did 
not receive its chief fotce for evil 
from some defect or other of- the 
financial and banking machinery 
of the countiy. 


Another subject which is consid- 


ered of great importance will be the 
growth of the State banking insti- 
tutions, as distingui'shedfiom those 
of a National chauictei, This sub- 
ject will not be btought up in an 
antagonistic way, but for the pur- 
pose of consideung the causes why 
the former have increased more 
rapidly ihan the Uttei, and ho>v 
they can be m icle to woik in hat- ' 
raony with each other

file fhmeae ll»>BtrlcUon Act So null 


at Every Point. 


Judge Field, of the United States 


Supreme Court, sitting in bauo with 
Judge Sawyer, rendered a final de 
oision Monday in respect of the 
rights claimed by the Chinese born 
in Hongkong to land in the Unit«u 
States. He rules taut the faot of a 
Chinaman being born in Hongkong 
does not constitute him a British 
subject. 
He enlarges on the fact 


that Congrest never intended to dis 
regard the requirements of a treaty 
with a foreign government. An Act 
of Congress, b» says, must be con 
strned according to its manifest in 
tent, and must bs so enforced by 
Courts of law. In rospeot of the Ee 
striotion Act, no consideration was 
deemed necessary to the position of 
other governments regarding the 
Chinese within their borders; its ob 
jeet was to exclude Chinese laborers 
from any part of the world. It was 
known that Hongkong would pour 
Cuinese laborers into onr country 
every year unless covered by a Ke 
striotion Act. Tho Act declares in 
the first section that from and after 
ninety days from its passage, unti 
the expiration of ten years, the com 
ins of Chmesa laborers to theUuitec 
States, without any limitation o 
ouutries from which they migh 
come, is suspended. During such 
• i-pnnamn it shall not be lawful for 
any Chinese laborers to come, or 
having come, to remain in theUnitec 
States 
The twelfth section declaims 


that any Chinese person found un 
lawfully within the United States 
• hall be removed therefrom by di 
rectinn of the President to the conn- 
try from whence he came—not neces 
sarily to China but to the country ha 
cune from. 
He concluded that all 


the provisions of the Restriction Act 
were consistent with each other, and 
that the fall purpose of the law to 
exclude Chinese laborers from tho 
United States would be defeated by 
any other construction.

The Colored. Convention 


LOUISVILLE, September 26. 


Yesterday was a proud day for Fred 


Douglas. He walked down tbe hall 
to the" President's chair, dressed for the 
occasion and the white hair of this fine 
old man streamed in the wind more 
bravely than ever before. 
His step 


was firm. Lawyers, merchants and 
doctors bad assembled to hear the 
most celebrated colored man in the 
•world, 
Douglas felt that he had a 


message to send to the country, and 
sent it in excellent form. 
He referred 


briefly to the old days when the spec- 
tre of slavery haunted the land and 
passed to those better and brighter 
days which brought freedom, educa- 
tion and enfranchisement. 
After re- 


ferring to the causes leading to the 
Convention, fie said: 
"Now that we 


are free, we must, like free men, take 
tbe reins in our own hands, and ask 
the world to receive us as their equal." 
They had been given platforms, bul 
idle worda would not suffice, but ac- 
tion. 
When the colored race pome as 


cart drivers and servants, they are re- 
ceived, but never as scholars or states- 
men, 
and they were to-day an op- 


pressted 
and abject race. 
Trades 


unions refused" him admission, me- 
chanics witbold apprenticeship, and 
when he dies the old hatred follows 
him. The race line debars him from 
colleges and professions. They were 
here to raiso the line and be made the 
equal of the whites. They were in 
convention to secure fair trials lor col- 
ored men and that all the outrageous 
lynching** be stopped. And their bus- 
iness was to organize for their rights 
and redress their wrongs. 
Continu- 


ing, he said, "Some say we should no 
hold this convention. It first men- 
aces the Republican party. 
Parties 


are made tor men, and not men foi 
parties. My hat was made for my bead 
not my head for my hat. If parties do 
right, stand by them, but when they 
do not, don't uphold them. Where 
there is a ruling class there is subjeci 
class, and when the day comes when 
this nation is governed by one class 
it ceases to be a government of the peo 
pie, for the people and by the people.' 
The above is but a bare outline of the 
long and eloquent addiess. The speak 
er was generously applauded. At its 
conclusion a aelesate from Louisiana 
moved the address be adopted as the 
address of the conventon and seut to 
Congress.

Internal ••venn*. 


Dispatches from Washington state 


that the forthcoming report of the 
Commiaeioner of Internal Revenue 
will show that, the Government has 
derived over $8,000,000.000 
from 


Internal Kevenue in the pa»t twenty- 
one years. The first collections of 
any importance under the Internal 
Revenue system wera made in 1863. 
Then there waa an. income tax, from 
which considerable revenue was de- 
rived, but its workings were so ob 
noxious to the people that Congress 
had to repeal the, law authorizing its 
collection. 
Of the vast sum of three 


billions of dollars paid into the 
Treasury from Internal Revenue and 
Income taxes, New York paid about 
$565,000,000, the receipts from that 
State running as high as 871,000,- 
000 in a single year in the income tax 
days. Last year Illinois paid abonl 
880,000,000 
in Internal Revenue 


taxes, which is the highest of any 
State in the Union, much of it being 
derived from breweries and distill- 
eries. 
New York and Ohio each 


paid about 820,000,000 last year 
Pennsylvania, about 88,000,000; and 
Massachusetts paid about $3,000,000 
Illinois paid since the system was in- 
augurated over $350,000,000; Ohio 
$335,000,000; 
Pennsylvania, $265; 


000,000, Masiaohusetts, $181,000,000 
Kentucky, 8145,000.000; Misaouri, 
$108,0000,000; and Indiana, $104,- 
000,000. These States with New 
York which has paid $565,000,000 
are the only ones whose total pay- 
ments have exceeded or reaohec 
$100,000,000. All the Eastern States 
paid much more in the days of the 
income tax than they do now, while 
Illinois and Kentucky pay more now 
than they ever did before. For 
while the Internal Revenue receipts 
exceeded $300,000,000 a year, but 
that was before the repeal of the In- 
come Tax Act. 


A European Wnr Probnblc. 


A London cable special says: The 


general feeling throughout Europe 
is of real uneasiness. It is felt that 
the relation of tbe Great Powers are 
daily growing more uncertain anc 
dangerous and that tho universal 
strain cannot be much longer BUS 
tained. The foreign policy of France 
has no part in producing this situa 
tion, but all diplomatists look with 
anxiety ta the Balkan peninsula and 
a growing probability of a rupture 
between Russia and Austria, In the 
meantime Prince Bismarck is matur- 
ing and strengthening his great alli- 
ance which has for its first object the 
relief of Germany from her intoler- 
able military burdens, and for its 
second general tranquihty of Europe. 
It is not probable that either can be 
attained without a struggle, bat a 
swift and a decisive contest iu the 
eaat, from which France could at 
present be excluded, would have no 
terrors for either Geraasny or Austria. 


Tbe Secret of noach's Low Bid*. 


Th« New York Herald's Washington 


special says : The members of the 
Naval Advisory Board are elattd aver 
the success which hag followed the i 
quiremauta of the contracts for the new 
cruisers for the raanufactura of domes- 
tic stoel. John Boach, bcfora making 
bids, found he could produce steel at 
his works m Chester that would stand 
th« test on every plate for 5% cents per 
pound, which was 4 cents par pound 
lower than waa estimated by the Advis- 
ory Board in fixing the limit to tha cost 
of the services. This, it is said, is tha 
secret of his low bids, and his ability to 
underbid all other ship-building firms 
m the United States. Having his own 
steel works, he has been, able to estab- 
lish this low price and to make contracts 
with other works in Boston and Phila- 
delphia. Tha plates are submitted to 
tha most severe tests, and are found to 
pass the trying ordeal. 


Postal officials, 
commenting on 


suggestions of Postmaster General 
James that postage to Europe should 
be reduced to 2 cents and that a 
daily mail should be eitablished, say 
that the steamship lines now get IX 
cents for every letter taken across 
the Atlantic, and they complain at 
the small pay. The postage now is 
5 cents, which has to be divided be- 
tween tbe different governments aud 
steamihip companies, and aa a matter 
of faot, calculations show that it 
actually costs the government a third 
of a cent more to carry a letter to 
Europe than the postage.

In these dull times it is refreshing to 


hear the noise and clatter of the stamps 
and machinery at the English mill. 
Since Lindloy & Co. took hold of the 
property the mill has undergone a com- 
pete transformation. The old saying 
hat "the mill is an old rattle-trap, in- 
capable of doing deoent -work," if ever 
rue, certainly is not applicable at this 
ime. The whole structure has been 
;horoughly 
and systematically over- 


hauled, repaired and rearranged, and 
where any of the machinery was found 
radically defective it was cast nside and 
replaced with new. Duplicates of all 
the castings liable to give out are kept 
on hand, so that any break can be re- 
paiied in a few moments. The water 
wheel that furnishes the power to move 
the machinery is wonderfully maasive. 
It is 32 feet in diameter and 16 
feet 


wide, and turns on a solid iron shaft 
10 inches in diameter and 22 feet long. 
Seven hundred inches of water keeps 
this monster wheel and all the ma- 
chinery in the mill in regular and con- 
stant motion. Sixteen stamps have been 
kept in constant motion since the mill 
started and reduce on an average 30 
tons of ore por day. It bus cost Messrs. 
Lindley&Oo. a great deal of money, 
first and last, to got this business started, 
and it is gratifying to know that they 
are more th.au pleased with the venture. 
Their miue at White 'Plains is looking 
bettor every day, and the foreman writes 
that ho can now look on four sides of 
7,000 tons of ore, enough to keep the mill 
| in constant motion for eight months to 


come, with an unlimited quantity in 
prospect. With this fact, together with 
the farther fact that the mill has boon 
n successful and satisfactory operation 
or nearly two months, it is fair and 
•eusonable to class this among the 
permanent and foremost branches of in- 
dustry in Eeno.
